Woe betide the man who dares 0 go con- 
trary to tho customs of Everybody. ‘In old 
times the first thing a man was told 
on’ arriving was: that Everybody. went 
to tho mees; Everybody belonged to. the 
Club; Everybody kept a pony, and did 
a great many other things which to 
the new-comer seemed quite out ‘of. his 
usual course; but which he muat do if he 
did not desire to go counter. to the dictates 
_ of Everybody, and consequently to incur the 
dire penulty of being Nobody. 
enough, however, notwithstanding. all. that 
Everybody could do, Nobody has of late years 
been waxing wightily in-importanco; and 
every now and then to the astonishment of 
Everybody, ,Nabody makes’ bit at » public 
meeting or on gome similar ‘occasion, which’ 
astonishes Everybody. The: old traditions 
are rapidly passing away. - Asa plain matter 
of fact at the present dey, only a small pro 
portion of the Europeans in Hongkong 
‘or any of the ports perform the numerous 
acts required to entitle them. to be
